Washington, March 13 (AP)—A 


plane bearing American Stars, and 
Bars dipped down to a light-as-a- 
feather landing on a Russian air- 
strip ten minutes after noon on 
February 3. 


Franklin t>. Roosevelt—7.000 miles 


and thirteen days away from the 
White House—tossed aside a cigar- 
ette and stretched out a hand as 
Soviet Foreign Commissar V. M. 
Molotov came aboard. They sat in 
easy chairs and chatted. 


Twenty minutes later an aide in- 


terrupted to tell Molotov that an- 
other plane was landing. Its red, 
white and blue concentric circles 
identified it as British. 


The foreign commissar hustled 


over and out marched Winston 
Churchill, discarding the remnant 
of a well-chewed cigar. After a 
friendly handclasp and exchange of 
pleasantries, the two walked to the 
Roosevelt plane. Then all three 
piled into a jeep. 


Play National Anthems . 


A picturesque guard of honor came 


crisply to attention. A band played 
The Star Spangled Banner, God 
Save The King- and the Hussian 
national air. 


The President of the United States 


and the Prime Minister of Britain 
had arrived.in the Crimea for eight 
days of fateful consultation with 
Marshal Joseph V. Stalin on win- 
ning the war and preserving the 
peace. 


The jeep took them to a line of 


limousines — Lincoln sedans — and 
they bundled themselves into blan- 
kets and started out for Yalta, 
which used to be the swankest re- 
sort on Russia's "Riviera." 


It was a five-hour tour over 81 


miles of narrow, rough trails that, 
took hairpin turns through tumbled, 
snow-tipped mountains. 


Many of the sentries along the 


way were girls of 14 or 15 and 
women of 50 or 60, uniformed and 
shouldering rifles to take the places 
ol menfolk at the fighting fronts. 


Stalin la Day Late 


Mr.

reached Yalta ahead of Stalin. It 
was not until the next day that the 
Soviet premier came over to Livadia 
palace, which was American head- 
quarters and the scene of all the 
conferences. 


About a mile and a half south 


of Yalta, Livadia once was the sum- 
mer residence of Tsar Nicholas U. 
It has been converted into a rest 
home for tuberculosis patients 'by 
the Soviets. 


It was preserved during this war 


because it served the German high 
command as headquarters, but the 
Germans looted it of everything 
movable except two pictures which 
liung in the President's bedroom. 


Stalin and the President chatted 


for perhaps an hour before the first 
session of the second conference of 
the Big Three buckled down to 
business at 4 p. m. February 4. 


Need Close Coordination 


They had much to talk about. 


Fourteen 
months 
packed 
with 


history-making events had elapsed 
since the trio's only other meeting, 
at Teheran. Some of these events 
dictated another parley. 


With the Allies battling on German 


soil both in the east and the west, 
there was need for closer tactical 
coordination. That was at least partly 
attained at Yalta. Russia for the 
first time loosened up on military 
data and secrets. By the time the 
talks ended, agreements had been 
reached on: 


1. The daily trading of In- 


formation among the armies of 
Gen. Dwight D. Ehenhewer In 
the west, Allied forces In Italy 
and the Red Annies in the east. 


2. More effective dMrtbvtion 


of material and transportation 
to »ll the Allies. 


3. Detailed plan* for the tim- 


ing and scope of sledgehammer 
blows at the heart of Germany. 


4. Weather pttMpeets. (These 


entered prominently In the tac- 
tical diacMsstonB.^

shorter now than at any time since 
the war began but there will be 
enough of most kinds of food, Dr. 
Kenneth Hood, agricultural econo- 
mist from Pennsylvania State col- 
lege, asserted in a Farmers' Night 
address before the Gettysburg Lions 
club Monday evening. 


He praised the farmers for doing 


a "magnificent job" of production in 
war time with "short and inferior" 
labor and machinery and other war 
restrictions and said the achieve- 
ment was due in large measure to^ 
the willingness of the farmer and' 
his family to put in "an 80-hour 
work week" regularly. 


"The green light is still on "for 


production," he declared, "but with 
less labor, less livestock and more 
severe shortages in almost every- 
thing the farmer needs excepting 
machinery repair parts, the food 
situation may become tight, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that we 
have no reason to expect as ex- 
ceptional growing weather as the 
nation has enjoyed for the last 
three seasons."

Kai Shek as "a Christian who lives 
his religion," Miss Donaldson blamed 
communi&t propaganda for the re- 
ports of his quarrel with General 
Stilwell. "For even,' Japanese the 
communists kill in China, they have 
killed five Chinese," the speaker de- 
clared as she described atrocities of 
both the communists and the Japs 
in China. 


She contrasted the historical back- 


grounds of China antj Japan and 
pointed out that while the Japs have 
"no ethic but follow shintoism," the 
Chinese have had an ethical religion 
since 500 years B. C. She denied the 
reports that the Chinese general- 
issimo and his famous wife have 
separated, spiked other malicious 
rumors involving the Chinese leaders 
and recommended reliable current 
books on China and its problems.

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Powerful Red 
Assault From 
Bridgeheads 
Across Oder

Soviet troops are attacking pow- 
erfully north of Frankfurt hi an 
attempt to expand their bridge- 
heads over the Oder river, the 
German high command said to- 
day after Moscow announced 
capture of the east bank fortress 
of" Kuestrin. 


The Nazi command said the 


Russian assaults were held, and 
declared Germans still 
were 


fighting in the southern fringes 
of Kuestrin, 38 miles east of 
Berlin, 16 miles north of Frank- 
furt and one of the three biggest 


, fortresses guarding the German 


capital. 
Moscow still had not officially re- 


ported any crossings of the Oder, but 
dispatches • said three Red Army 
groups apparently were being- dis- 
posed for an assault on the German, 
capital. Kuestrin, churned to rubble, 
fell after five days of hand-to-hand 
battle, the Russians said. 


Sea Escape Blocked 


The German communique told of 


local breaches by Red Army troops 
beating toward' Stettin from, the 
north. 


The Second White Russian Army 


to the northeast battled within sight 
of the sharp church spires of Danzig, 
where the war began. Part of the 
civilian population and military gar- 
rison of Danzig has been evacuated 
by sea, Moscow dispatches said. 


But Red Army planes now had 


blocked sea escape lanes, and a Soviet 
correspondent said "the end of Ger- 
man divisions trapped on the Danzig 
coast is drawing near." . Some ac- 
counts said the Germans were fleeing 
in panic. 


Farther east, the siege tightened 


on Koenigsberg, East Prussian capi- 
tal. A large oortion of the population 
apparently had escaped. 


The German garrison of Kuestrin 


was believed to have comprised sev- 
eral battle sections, each made up 
of 10 battalions of infantry and 100 
guns. German remnants, chiefly of- 
ficers, made a last stand in the old 
fort, Moscow said.

"The most bitter fighting on the 


whole western front is raging for 
tlie bridgehead," the' Berlin radio 
asserted. "The battle still is develop- 
ing arid the Americans have not yet 
established an operative base in 
depth. Field Marshal Walther von 
Model (Rundstedt's former subordi- 
nate in the north and apparently 
his successor) is still busy bringing 
up reinforcements and only then 
will Model attempt a concentric 
counterattack."

Changes Progress 


The practice of banding 
tree 


trunks to control insects was devised 
many years ago and became a vogue. 
Neiw types' of bands were invented; 
various.adhesive mixtures were comr- 
pounded; and all in all, the public 
ran to'ridiculous extremes with ah 
excellent idea, but an idea whose 
originators knew and advised rwas 
very ; limited in scope of efficient 
operation. With vast sums Of money 
expended year after year on tree 
bands, it is important that the pub- 
lic unde'rstand the true worth -of 
bands and banding as a measure of 
tree-protection. 


There are but a few serious tree 


insect foes which are wingless, the 
well-known cankerworm or measur- 
ing, worm being the chief example. 
Then too. there are a few shade and 
fruit tree insects which travel up 
or down the trunks at certain stages 
of their development, such as the 
codling moth larva of apples and 
Other pome fruits. But viewed as a 
general group, most tree insects are 
winged in 'the parent stage, which 
means they reach the tree by flying 
directly to the branches. To deem 
trunk . banding an effective 
curb 


against these numerous foes of 
shade and fruit trees is to close one's 
eyes:to reason. 
x 


Another common folly is observed 


in banding trees where the trunk 
bark is coated with sticky materials. 
This ; has resulted ; disasterously in 
many cases, besides leaving unsight- 
ly'deposits to catch dust. 


Directions for Bantling: 


Tree'banding, as already implied, 


retards only those insects which'are 
wingless in the parent stage or those 
whose larvae travel up or down the 
trunks. The egg-laying parent cf the 
cankerworm is windless. It is effec- 
tively controlled by tree banding, 
The codling moth worm usually 
leaves the tree by crawling down the 
trunk. In 'this case bands do not. 
prevent the worms from ravaging 
" 
apples, but they capture many" of 
the escaping worms and thereby 
prevent a larger later brood. 


•To curb cankerworms of the so- 


be placed on susceptible trees in late 
September and kept in 
effective 


condition until winter. Then they 
should be renewed in early March 
and kept effective until late" May. 
It is during these twp periods that 
the wingless-females travel up the 
trunks to tree branches to deposit 
their eggs irom which the feeding 
worms hatch. 


Apple growers occasionally resort 


to use of bands to reduce the number 
of. surviving larvae, usually called 
codling moth but better known as 
apple worms'." This foe reaches the 
trees as a flying moth. After the 
eggs hatch the worms burrow info 
'Jie small apples and feed there un- 
til they are fully grown, when they 
smerge and drop to the ground or 
crawl down the trunk to pupate in 
the soil to produce a second genera- 
tion or to over-winter. Of course, 
trunk bands will capture many of 
the descending worms. 
.

Cotton make a fairly effective tree 


band when properly applied and fre- 
quently inspected 'to kill the. col- 
lected insects. In all cases where 
sticky materials are "employed 'they 
'should be applied over a band 'of 
heavy building paper and not di- 
rectly on ' the bark. Cotton placed 
under the paper band prevents in- 
Veets from era wing- through'the deep 
bark crevices.

BOTH FRONTS IN 
EUROPE READY 
FOR BIG DRIVE 


By DEW1TT MACKENZIE 


(Associated Press War Analyst) 
Both the western and eastern Eu- 


ropean Allied fronts are boiling 
fiercely with preparations for the 
great offensives which soon will 
drive for a junction in-the heart of 
Germany—and things go exceeding- 
ly well for us. 


The state of prepardness in the 


two theaters indicates that the Red 
command and Supreme headquar- 
teis in the west are coordinating 
their efforts so remarkably well 
that they should be able to strike 
simultaneously. 
That, 
of 
course, 


icprcbents the ideal military situa- 
tion, for it will put maximum pres- 
sure—and it will be terrific—on both 
Hitlerite fronts at once, thus pre- 
venting the Germans from bolster- 
ing one theater with forces from 
the other. 


The Russian capture of the city 


of Kuestrin—the 
first-class 
fort- 


ress which is the key to the Oder 
river defenses east of Berlin— is a 
major victory and one which goes 
far towards getting the Bed Armies 
set for their all-out offensive. The 
signs are that they plan to strike 
westward not only through Kuestrin 
in the center of their long front, 
but on both flanks so as to engage 
;he entire German strength at 
once. The Muscovites may by-pass 
Berlin and let it rot on the bough. 


Diversionary Effort 


On the Rhenish front, the Ameri- 


can, Canadian and British forces on 
die northern flank continued to 
give signs of being about ready to 
embark 
on 
further 
amphibious 


crossings of the Rhine. Coincident 
with this the American First Army 
las launched a large scale attack 
out of its new bridge-head on the 
east bank of the Rhine. There are 
several reasons for this move: 


The immediate object is to force 


back German artillery which has 
been plastering our bridge-head and 
the big' Ludendorff railway bridge 
that leads to it. Then, too. the 
bridge-head is being extended to 
get set for the major counter-attack 
-vhich Nazi Field Marshal Von 
Rundstedt most certainly will make 
f he is able to do so. Furthermore 
the broadening of the 
bridgehead 


paves the way fo* the time when 
;he American forces will push out 
nto the open and present a dan- 
jerous flanking threat to the Ger- 
man line on the north. 


Another and very important rea- 


son, lor the First Army attack is to 
try to draw German forces down 
'rom the northern flank. Should 
that succeed it will greatly facilitate 
the projected amphibious operations.

While none doubts that the Al- 


lies will get across the wide, deep 
and fast running river, we certainly 
can't expect to duplicate the luck 
we had in surprising the Germans 
at Remagen and establishing our

Because of this 
General Eisenhower has made elab- 
orate preparations lor me crossings, 
and has much amphibious equip- 
ment available.

like the Rhine would present fow 
difficulties to an army in these days 
of engineering, provided there were 
no enemy resistance on the far 
shore. That was true even in Na- 
poleon's tune, for the little corporal
